The Trudeau. Sanatorium was founded in 1884 by the late Dr. 
Edward L. Trudeau to help self-supporting people suffering from 
tuberculosis. 


The institution was definitely intended for those who could pay 
only part of the cost. The deficit in maintenance is and always has 
been made up by annual gifts from the public and the income from 
endowment funds. ‘The charges to patients average three-quarters 
of the cost, but from fifteen to twenty per cent receive further 
assistance from the Free Bed Funds. Additional endowment for the 
general maintenance and for the Free Bed Funds is greatly needed, 
and legacies are desired to strengthen the now enlarged institution. 


The following brief summary sets forth the objects and departments 
of the institution as now carried on: 


1. The Trudeau Sanatorium is for the treatment of favorable 
types of pulmonary tuberculosis and for patients of limited means. 
The full capacity is 185 beds. 


2. The D. Ogden Mills Training School for Nurses, established 
in 1912, is for the training of young women who have arrested 
tuberculosis as well as qualified healthy women who desire special 
training. 


3. The Edward L. Trudeau Foundation is an endowment fund in 
memory of Dr. Trudeau, established in 1916, for the support of 
_ research and teaching in tuberculosis. The fund is devoted to the 
following purposes: 


a. The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis for the instruction of 
physicians, gives a four and six weeks’ post-graduate course cover- 
ing the modern diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis. 
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b. A system of Fellowships for study and research in the sana- 
torium and laboratories, which provide support for young physi- 
cians and scientists while undergoing treatment. 


c. The Research and Clinical Laboratory, located at the Sana- 
torium, containing facilities for the study of bacteriology, chemistry 
and pathology. It includes a large medical library. 


d. Adepartment for Statistics, and for recording annual reports 
of patients. 


e. The Saranac Laboratory for the Study of Tuberculosis, 
located in the village of Saraanac Lake, which was formerly the 
private research laboratory of Dr. Trudeau, and is now the head- 
quarters of the Trudeau School and of pathological study. 


Annexed to the Saranac Laboratory is the John Black Room and 
Medical Library, which serves the Trudeau School and Fellows as well 
as the village physicians, and where lectures are given. 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 
OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


This is a notable year in the history of the Trudeau Sanatorium 
as it commemorates the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the 
institution by Dr. Edward Livingston Trudeau. 

It is most fitting, therefore, to review with thankfulness and pardon- 
able pride the achievements of those fifty years. 

Beginning with a minimum of equipment in the one “Little Red” 
cottage, the courage, perseverance and unconquerable enthusiasm of 
Dr. Trudeau developed an institution which has played a leading 
part in the anti-tuberculosis movement in this country and stands 
to-day as an enduring monument to the memory of a great man. 

The story of the development of the Sanatorium as well as other 
absorbingly interesting episodes of Dr. Trudeau’s career, is best told 
in his own autobiography which should be read, not only by those 
interested in tuberculosis, but by all lovers of good literature and of 
the pioneer spirit exemplified in the life of a true scientist, a great 
physician and a man of fascinating personality. It appeals also to 
all who seek encouragement and inspiration in difficult times like the 
present. 

Upon those of us who are left with the responsibility of carrying 
forward the great work which he so nobly began, there rests an 
obligation to acquaint the friends of the Sanatorium with the present 
situation of the institution and its required needs if we, the Trustees, 
are to perpetuate the ideals of our great leader. This has been done 
in Dr. Baldwin’s report which we commend to the careful reading 
of all who may be interested in our work. 

It is proper to emphasize the fact that Trudeau, like all similar 
philanthropic institutions, is feeling the pinch of the depression 
acutely and that now as never before do we need the loyal support 
of all of our friends. We would particularly call attention to the 
increasing need for larger support for the Free Bed Fund, so -heavily 
drawn upon in the past few years, and so sorely needed by many 
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who are unable to meet even the moderate expense of the facilities 
for care which the Sanatorium offers. 

The institution has a notable past, it maintains a splendid present 
in spite of many difficulties, and it has a future no less great in oppor- 
tunity for service and for scientific achievement. 

The Trustees look with confidence to continued support from the 
host of the friends of Trudeau to fulfill the obligations which its history 
places upon us as a sacred trust.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE 
EXECUTIVE-*COMMIAITEE AND VIGE-PRESIDENT 
OF THE TRUDEAU SANATORIUM 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 30, 1934 


A RETROSPECT 


The fiftieth anniversary furnishes many reflections for the survivors 
among the early patients who have been privileged to be officially 
connected with the institution in later years. 

Both Mr. Armstrong and myself could not find words to express the 
debt we personally owe in restored health and opportunities afforded 
us by Trudeau. Old age may take its toll but the disease has not done 
so among the fortunate groups of patients who remain. These possess 
the memory of Dr. Trudeau in his active years, and cherish it deeply. 

Of the 9249 patients who are on the records of the Sanatorium, 
it is of interest to report that two of the first one hundred are known 
to be living, while 121 of the first thousand discharged more than 36 
years ago were living in 1929. Their average age is now over sixty. 

There are reports available from nearly 3000 patients discharged 
since 1916. They reside in 44 states and territories and 22 foreign 
countries. 

During the past fifty years these ex-patients have had an influence 
on the prevention of tuberculosis far greater than their numbers 
signify. It is not for me fully to set forth the widespread educational 
influence of the Trudeau name, the numbers of medical clubs and 
societies that have taken their inspiration from Trudeau’s life and 
work. The new institutions founded after some years and carried 
along on similar principles are the direct result of his example when 
little encouragement was otherwise given to a rational system of 
treatment. Later we have witnssed the extensive growth of county 
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and state institutions providing free treatment and notably contrib- 
uting to the striking decrease in the disease. From a death rate of over 
300 per 100,000 living persons fifty years ago in the large cities, 
some, like that of New York, are only 60 at present. How appropriate 
therefore that the “Little Red” cottage should become the symbol for 
the Christmas Seal this year! Thus has been granted to us the vision 
of the ultimate control of tuberculosis, a vision of a country nearly 
free from a ghastly plague, possibly within a few more generations. 
The goal is still distant and much more education in the methods 
of discovery and treatment of the disease is required. Therefore, the 
need for the care of the young people for whom Trudeau gave his 
life effort remains great. 


SUMMARY FOR 1934 


The anniversary year has been the first time since the early years 
when there was a considerable deficit not covered by donations and 
income from invested funds. The daily census of patients was 7.5 
below the average, thus causing a loss in receipts. Food costs rose 
from 19 cents in 1933 to 21.77 cents per meal in 1934, and the weekly — 
per capita cost from $23.56 to $25.51, nearly two dollars a week 
more. The total deficit was about $10,000 more than the income 
from all sources. This is practically the amount of the increase in 
the cost of food and supplies. If conditions remain the same for 1935 
the prospect is that a shortage of $18,000 to $20,000 will result. 

The present economic situation points to the need for more free 
treatment of many suitable cases now unable to enter Trudeau. 
Inability to give up work promptly causes serious advance in the 
disease in these patients who might have occupied the cottages but 
who are hospital cases by the time they apply for admission.

Five fellowships were granted on the Trudeau Foundation, besides 
32 other formerly tuberculous workers who were maintained on this 
fund. 

Six student interns were maintained for two months during the 
summer. 

No new construction was undertaken but considerable repairs and 
permanent improvements on the grounds and sidewalks were done. 
A beginning was made in trimming trees and shrubs long neglected. 


Medical Report: Only a small decrease in the total number treated 
is seen in the following table, but there was a loss in the daily average 
of 7.5. There were many unable to remain six months.

Comment: On the whole the deficit in Sanatorium operation was 
well within the forecast of Superintendent Armstrong’s estimate. 
The housekeeping has been economical without cutting wages of the 
maids. The repair men had already been reduced ten per cent. By 
Miss Duggan’s conscientious management and by combining tasks 
under her direction, the need of extra help has been avoided to a 
large extent. 

As a result of the considerable loss of income and continued rise 
in the price of food, a committee was appointed at the summer meeting 
of the Trustees to study economies for 1935 and put them into effect 
promptly. The principal saving agreed upon was the suspension of 
the Nurses Training School, reducing the salaries of head nurses, 
medical director, roentgenologist and superintendent. Closing several 
cottages and utilizing rooms in the larger buildings will also result in 
further saving during the winter. 

Altogether, $15,000 to $17,000 can be cut from the annual deficit 
by these measures, barring any serious calamity or unexpected expense. 

The interruption of the Nurses Training School after 22 years of 
struggle is a misfortune but it has been forseen for some time. 
Under State control there has been a burden of expense due to 
affiliation requirements. The education of ex-patients, although a 
higher grade of young women was thus obtained, found little encour- 
agement. Possibly conditions may be favorable for the resumption of 
training for post-gratuates and afhliate pupils in tuberculosis within 
a few years. 


THE . DEPARTMENTS 


Medical Staff: The following have served in succession: Drs. 
Whitehead and Howlett, who left for further study; Dr. David 


Paine, Dr. A. B, Rilance, Dr, K. FC. Kegeland Dr). B.O' Conner 
Mr. W. O. Kelley continues as laboratory assistant. 
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The Visiting Staff, consisting of Drs. Trudeau, Packard and 
Hayes, have served faithfully as usual, and the surgeons and physi- 
cians of Saranac Lake have been frequently consulted. 


Dr. Carr continues as resident dentist, with marked satisfaction. 


James Memorial Staff Building: A fine bronze bas relief has been 
received from Mrs. Walter B. James and placed over the mantel in 
the living room, a most welcome addition in memory of a great friend. 
There has been a succession of medical guests entertained in the staff 
building, most of whom were students of tuberculosis from foreign 
countries. 


D. Ogden Mills School of Nursing: Miss Sawtell, the superinten- 
dent, in summing up the history of the school, reports a total of 152 
graduates, of whom 12 have died and 6 are untraced. So far as is 
known those who are active have employment, 56 in the tuberculosis 
field, 9 in public health and 18 in general nursing. 

Seventeen pupils were graduated last summer. 

Fourteen pupils are afhliating in New York and Syracuse hospitals 
and 14 are still at Trudeau together with 6 post-graduates. 

The annual address to the graduating class was given by Dr. 
Edward N. Packard of the Visiting Staff. There are 9 pupils 
remaining to graduate in September, 1935. As the school will be 
suspended at least temporarily we desire here to pay tribute to the 
teaching staff and especially to the physicians in the Village who 
have long volunteered for the instruction. Besides the resident, 
visiting and consulting staff, the following village physicians have 
given lectures: Drs. Welles, Woodruff, Jameson, Wilson and Brumfel. 


X-ray Department: An honorary degree, D.Sc., was awarded Dr. 
Homer L. Sampson, our roentgenologist, by St. Lawrence University 
in June in recognition of his exceptional services in x-ray work. 
This well earned distinction is a source of pride and satisfaction to 
his many friends who appreciate his ability. 

The work of the past year was nearly equal to the previous one 
in the face of continued lessening of the number of patients. There 
were 16,500 films used, more than two-thirds being for persons 
outside the Sanatorium. 
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A new shock-proof portable fluoroscope was purchased which al- 
ready has found extensive use. The consultation work on x-rays ot sili- 
cosis covered 10,000 films. Three of our technicians have been employed 
in Northern Michigan and Wisconsin in making these examinations 
for the mining companies. The income of the department has 
practically balanced the expense to the Sanatorium. 

It is with appreciation that we record the renewal of a $500 
appropriation by the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, which 
assures the continuation of the annual x-ray examination of Saranac 
Lake school children, which will be the ninth in succession. The 
new fluoroscope will be used in conjunction with the school work. 

Several papers have been published by Dr. Sampson in association 
with Dr. Lawrason Brown. 


Scholfield Memorial Workshop: A list of 331 patients and other 
workers under our three experienced teachers, the Misses Pierce, 
Schiefer and Knox, has demonstrated the marked value of this branch 
of Trudeau. The silver and leather crafts have been most popular, — 
but also other arts, notably clay modelling, have been taught by one 
of the patients, Mr. Anthony di Bona, a sculptor. Mr. V. Lawrence 
and Miss M. McDonald have given valuable voluntary assistance. 


Memorial to Mrs. C. R. Armstrong: A bronze tablet modelled in 
the Workshop by Mr. di Bona has been placed on a suitable boulder 
opposite the Workshop and bears the following inscription :**Dedicated 
to MARGUERITE deLONGUE ARMSTRONG, in honor of her 
pioneer spirit and devotion to Trudeau Sanatorium for forty years. 
The beauty of the hillside on which Trudeau stands is a lasting 
tribute to her memory.” The site of the memorial has been land- 
scaped and planted by Mr. Frank Wetmore Smith. 


Chapel Services: The usual services have been maintained except 
during the months of July and August. The attendance at the Protes- 
tant services has been disappointing as to numbers, partly due to the 
fewer ambulant patients. 

The eighteenth Trudeau Memorial Service was held by the Rev. 
Mr. Frank W. Bevan. Mrs. Samuel Kelly and Miss Caroline 
Manning have kindly assisted with the music as in previous years. 
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Entertainments: The entertainments have been chiefly confined to 
the holidays in the past two years. However, music has been 
offered as in previous summers by the Lake Placid Club Boston 
Symphony Ensemble. In addition Miss Carmela Ippolito, with Mr. 
Carl Lamson as accompanist, gave another violin recital, and Mr. 
Jan Sechecz a piano recital, through the courtesy of Mrs. G. C. St. 
John. 

Through the efforts of Mr. Thomas M. Rooney, ex-patients living 
in New York City gave $178.20 at a reunion dinner for the purchase 
of a modern radio receiving set. 


The Libraries: The Mellon Library contains over 5000 volumes, 
and a circulation of more than 8000 last year was reported by the 
Librarian, Miss Millicent Pierce. Additions were more than 400, 
contributed by patients and outside friends, especially through Mrs. 
Lawrason Brown. Periodicals were donated by Miss Annie Jennings 
and Miss Isabel Hopkins. Acknowledgement is made of voluntary 
help by the Misses Ada Thorne, A. Longo, C. Leonardo, and Messrs. 
Hubbard and Zerbe. 


The Medical Library: The Medical Librarian, Miss Margaret Hort, 
left for another and full-time position, having restored health. She 
brought the catalogue up to an efficient place so that others have 
carried on the work on part time. Grateful acknowledgement is made 
of Miss Hort’s valuable service over a long period. Miss Esther Holls 
has been acting librarian for several months. 


The Statistical Department: This has continued useful under Mr. 
Hennigar with voluntary help from Mr. Grosvenor Wright, Mr. 
Gardiner Cobb and Miss Lucille Woeger, to all of whom acknowl- 
edgments are made. 


Research and Clinical Laboratory: The studies on chemotherapy 
were interrupted in June because of the lack of further support 
from the manufacturers. Business conditions had not warranted 
more expenditure and the laboratory was obliged to lose two of the 
staff whose services have been of unusual merit as chemists, Mr. 
Frank B. Cooper and Dr. Wilhelm Gump. 

The studies have been continued on the bacteriology of the tubercle 
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bacilli, which have been very fruitful. The first of several papers 
has been published on the dissociation of human bacilli. Other 
problems have been attacked with the aid of the well known manu- 
facturers, E. R. Squibb and Sons, through Dr. J. N. Hayes, who is 
interested in germicidal oils to be used in the pleural cavity. 

A study has also been made of the effect of milk fortified by vitamin 
D, on pulmonary tuberculosis in guinea-pigs. The latter was sug- 
gested by Dr. Charles E. North, through whose efforts a grant was 
made by the Wisconsin Alumni Research Foundation. The problem 
was assigned to Dr. David Loewen, to whom a fellowship was 
awarded. 

Dr. John Steidl and Mr. Winfield O. Kelley have continued their 


clinical studies respectively on liver function and blood sedimentation. 


The Saranac Laboratory: The excellent work during the past few 
years is being continued under Dr. Gardner and Mr. Cummings. 
The wide application of the studies made in the laboratory on mineral 
dusts to the practical problems in industry is impressive. Mining 
and insurance companies have found it to their interest to aid the 
laboratory. The result has been added support for research and field 
studies. With the expansion now required additional workers and 
rooms were needed. An assistant pathologist, Dr. Arthur J. Vorwald, 
who has had experience in tuberculosis, has been engaged. 

The new John Black wing is now under construction and will be 
occupied in January, 1935. The staff now comprises eighteen in 
the laboratory and four men in field work. 

It is hoped that a sum of $54,000 will be available for all the 
work planned for the coming year. 


The Trudeau School of Tuberculosis — Twentieth Session: An 
unusually interesting session was held with 22 students who enrolled 
for six weeks, while 52 others came for one week devoted to a sympo- 
sium on silicosis. Seven of the students, together with two others from 
previous classes, attended the two weeks’ session at Bellevue Hospital 
subsequent to the session at Saranac Lake. Six students were former 
patients, and six scholarships were awarded, all but one to ex-tubercu- 
lous patients. The outside lecturers were Dr. Anthony Cipollaro on 


“Tuberculosis of the Skin”; Dr. R. R. Sayres of the U. S. Public 
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Health Service on “The Etiology of Silicosis”; Paul Folger, Esq., on 
“The Medico-Legal Aspects of Silicosis”; Dr. Henry K. Pancoast of 
the University of Pennsylvania on “The X-ray Diagnosis of Silicosis”: 
Prof. Philip Drinker of Harvard University on “Engineering Methods 
of Prevention of Silicosis”; Dr. A. J. Lanza of the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company on “Medical and Legislative Measures of Preven- 
tion’, and Prof. William S$. McCann of the University of Rochester 
on “Fibrosis and Lung Disease”. 

The success of the twentieth session gives encouragement for the 
continuation of the four weeks’ course, of which one week will again 
give special emphasis to silicosis, followed by two weeks at Bellevue 
Hospital in New York. It has been planned to hold the next session 
from May 13th to June 8th, 1935, completing it in four weeks, with 
the option of two weeks further study in New York. 


Trudeau Foundation: Considerable restriction has been imposed 
on expenditures by loss of income from endowment during the past 
year. However, five fellowships have been maintained for clinical 
and laboratory workers for short periods. 

The additional support given by a grant of $5000 from the Wiscon- 
sin Alumni Research Foundation was welcome and enabled a study to 
be carried on on the dietary problem of vitamin effects.. 

Death has removed Prof. William H. Welch, one of our counsellors. 
His great service to American Medicine will never be forgotten. Two 
of the former examining physicians have also passed away, Dr. Linsly 
R. Williams of New York and Dr. Roger Morris of Cincinnati. 
They were all active in the tuberculosis campaigns and helpful to 
Trudeau. Dr. Williams gave several years of his useful life as 
Managing Director of the National Tuberculosis Association. 

A very suitable bronze tablet has been placed on the Mallinson 
Cottage by Mr. and Mrs. Hiram R. Mallinson, in memory of their 
daughter Lorna who died some years ago.
